He found no.ono 
at tho do.r, but obsorved and took 
up tho letter which had boon 
pushed in below tho door. Dr.

Subsequently, Dr. Sun tourad 
through Jsurope, Amorica and 
tho Enst os a rovolutionary 
propagandist. In Japan (with 
Gonoral Huong Haing) ho was 
instrumental in founding the 
Tung Mong Hui. Ho won in 
England when tho Wuchang out- 
broak occurred, but camo out to 
China at tho end of 1911, ond 
was olocted Provisional President 
of tho Ropublic by tho Nanking 
Council. He resigned from tho 
Prosidoncy on tho abdication of 
the Manchus, on tho undorstand- 
ing that Yuan Shih-kai should be 
oleated to succeod him, and pro- 
cooded on tour to Wuchang and, 
South China, whoro ho advocated 
o socialistic policy. In August, 
1912, ho went to Poking ot the 
Prosidont’s roquost, 
accorded an onthuslastic wol- 
come. Ho advacated an.oxtonsivo 
programmo of railway con- 
struction, ond, on Soptomber, 10, 
was appointed by tho President 
“to consider and draft plane for 
a national systom of railways,” 
and to “submit and discuss the 
somo with intornational finan- 
oiors.”” Ho visited Kalgan, and, 
on Soptombor 17, loft for Taoiyuan- 
fu and Shanghai Ho strongly 
advocated tho transfor of tho 
capital from Poking: to Wuchang 
or Nanking. His authority as 
Chiof of tho National Railway 
Corporation w.as cancolled on tho 
outbroak of tho rebollion, and Dr. 
Sun subsquontly took up his ro- 
sidonce in Japan. i
